MEMORANDUM TOR TOR RECORD 
SUBJECT t Arthur!. LAXTER | 

1. I set letter at hie apartment on 2fi September for my first ocb- 
verostion with him since hie return from Germany on 23 September. ZIFFER 
information bad already suggested that letter had been Induced to rattan 
to his work with the German Foreign Office. It, therefore , came as no 
surprise when Utter disclosed, in narrative fora, that be bad reluctantly 
agreed to return to Bonn. 

2. During hie recent visit to Germany ho bad held extensive 41s- 
ctsaiana with Hallatain, the Secretary of State in the Bora Government, 
and had also conversed with Mr. Buses, President of the Federal Republic, 
for approximately 1-J hours. Tha Foreign Office had agreed to grant latter,.'-, . 
his 1 1 feT nng pension - which also will continue after latter's demise, for 
Mrs. latter. In exchange, the Foreign Office and President Etaeas bad 
exerted diet: latter called "the strongest moral pressure" to cause him 

to re su ns work In the Foreign Of flee . - - latter, explained to them that hs 
was about to become an American cltiaen, that he hod such a great number 
of American friends, and that he felt as If America was now hie horns. 

Further, he noted that the U.S. had treated him exceedingly veil and that 
he worked very closely with the State Department. Both President 
Buses and Mr. Ballstela had stated candidly that they were pleased with 
Letter's closeness to the U.S. and commented that this would be highly 
valuable in assisting the Foreign Office to Interpret U.S. attitudes. 

But the fact remained that Latter' was a German and the German G ov e rnmen t 
needed his services, after his talk -with Hue ss, Latter agreed to accept 
a position in the Foreign Office which would involve working as an advisor 
to Broutigon who heads the Eastern Division of the Fbroign Office. 

3. After having told the above to me, Latter, wao visibly relieved — 

although I had previously assured him that no 111 feeling would result - 
whatever his decision might be. I reiterated that 1 would Save similarly 
decided bad Z been in his position. I emphasised the faet that Our relation- 
ships with Vit« had always been exceedingly pleasant and I trusted that ha , 

was ae well satisfied with our treatment of him afl wo were with hia out- 
standing contribution to our effort. Further, I suggested that hib return 

to Germany should not ms an the end of our mutual relations} on the contrary, ' , 

I hoped that he could be called upon in the future for tubiee and Information 
at appropriate times. 
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4. Ea replied thet his knowledge end experience would always be at : 

our ryimnawd and that the aectii£inte that I bad expressed were, in general, ' I 

similar to his own* He stressed that President Huess had reminded him t \ 

•not to annoy the Americana’ before his departure.
